‘The dispute with the Beni Truf is said to stand as follows :— 
Some three years ago the Persian Government proposed to institute operations 
against them to compel the payment of arrears of revenue. Before action was taken 
the Sheikh of Mohammerah interposed, and asked to be allowed to take tho matter 
into his hands. ‘This was consented to, and the Sheikh himself paid up the arrears of 
revenue to the Govermment—a sum variously stated as amounting to 40,000 and 
150,000 tomans, 

‘This was two years ago. The Sheikh then called on the Beni Truf to make good 
the deficit to him. To this demand tho tribe made a point-blank rofusal, 

If they had ever contemplated paying up, it was certainly not in a way 
which would entail acknowledging any authority of the Sheikh of Mohammorah 
over them. 

While putting forward excuses to show that they had not the money in their 
possession, they also stated that thoy had no knowledge of the Sheikh’'s authority, and 

d no intention of submitting to it. 

Last year, I understand, the Sheikh applied for the help of Imperial troops, but 
the application was refused. ‘This year his requests have apparently been entertained 
more favourably. 

Besides the troops from Bushire, another detachment has arrived from Diaful, 
‘This party reached Nasiri on the 29th February and eamped on the west. bank of the 
river opposite the town, ‘Two days later they proceoded on their way to Muzafferiya, 
They were reported to be 200 strong. About half of this number and two gins 
composed the actual foree, A recent rumour stated that the Salar-ud-Dowlch was on 
his way down from Khuremabad to Dizful, and had reached the second stage above 
the latter place, His movements are roferrod to the Beni Traf question.

the Customs Department was directed by M. Naus, that my own experience of that 
Minister was that he was usually fair and often went out of his way to be helpful to 
British intorests here, particulary as regarded the competition between the English and 
the Russian Banks, so much so, that the settlement of many current matters at issue 
between the Levation and the Persian Government, which, if left to the Persian 
Ministers, would drag on indefinitely, was often effected by recourse to his assistance. 
T did not, I said, suppose for a moment that M. Naus had any sentimental sympathies 
for England, T'thought, however, that heing a person of stron common sense he 
realized hat it would not be for his own advantage in the changing scene of Persian 
politics to identify himself absolutely with Russion interests, even if we discounted, 
Which T believed it would be unjust to him to do, all sense of his own duty to the 
State employing him, I further mentioned that complaints by the Russian Consalar 
officials on the Perso- Russian frontier of Belgian unfriendliness were to my knowledge 
as frequent as, and indeed more so, than those received from our own officers in Seistan, 

I told the Vicoroy that before taking, as his Excellency seemed to wish me to do, 
any action at Tehran against the alleged partiality of the Belgian 
collect facts hearing on it from His Majesty’s Consular officers in 
Porsin, and with this object T addressed to’ them shortly after my return here the 
Giroular of which T have the Lononr to incloso a cop; with.

I only take two or three typical incidents to illustrate what I 
mean, but scarcely @ mail ‘arrives from Seistnn without a report of some dispute of 
this description, supported by long mutually recriminatory letters aud demands for 
aitinfuction, which [have to settle as best T ean by some ‘amicable arrangement with 
M, Naus, ‘The Belsians, on the otherband, are convinced that our officers are unjustly 
dont. on making them the seapegoats for the inadequate commercial results atta 
by the Nushki routo, and are evory whit as combative aud touchy. Pero 
Xporting grain, passport fees and fines imposed on Beluch or Afghan smugglers, 
affonl over recurring materials for these reciprocal reproaches. and complaints, and 
1 tho unedifying eanost goes on, to the gratifeation of the subtie and wily Agents 
of Russia aid of the corrupt intriguing Persian officials, who enjoy seeing infidels fight. 

his game of mutual pin-prieks is the more purposeless sinc the Belgian 
olficors were harder to deal with than I in » them to be, I disheliovs the wisdom 
ofa violent deal set against them, Neither the British nor Russian Legations are strong 
‘cuough single-hinded to eviet M. Naus so long as he is financial neeossity to the 
Shab, thovigh if tho two combined, like the Austrian and Russian Embassies at 
Constantinople, to impose a new policy on His Majesty, the removal of the Belgians

Vinless, lowever, the Government of India is prepared, which I fear is not likely 
to be the case, to impress upon its officers in Seistan that it wishes them to adopt a moro 
conciliatory attitude towards the Belgians, His Majesty’s Legation ean only continue, 
ase have done in the past to make the best of the existing situation. T hare 
written very strongly in the above sense to Captain Macpherson, but it is obvious that 
my views cannot prevail with him so long as they are inconsistent with those whieh he

‘An opportunity’ for a fresh departure has presented. itself in the appointment of 
M, Molitor to Seisian, aud your Lordship will see by the inclosed copy of a recent note 
from M. Naus that ho lias issued strict injunctions to that ofliver to cultivate relations 
‘of courtesy and eontidence with the British Consulate, I an convinced that 
Excelloney is no less sincere than myself in his desire that such relations should at 
length be established, and that the normal intercourse between his officials and ours

1 believe the truth in regard to the conduct of the local Belgian officials in Persia to 
be that they are for the most part very inferior Belgian Government officials and those 
whose services the Belgian Customs Department can best dispense with. Finding then- 
selves in this country in positions far above them, they are often so imbued with a sense 
of their own importance that they cannot refrain from displaying their authority and the 
Power which they have to annoy.

WITH reference to your Excellency’s despatch of the Ist instant received yesterday, 
Thave the honour to report that no case has, as yet, been brought to my notice of unfair 
‘treatment of British trade on the part of the Customs officials here, nor have [ any reason 
to believe that “the Belgian Customs officials are, as a body, hostile to British or partial 
to Rassian as against British interests, commercial and political.” ‘These gentlemen 
appear to enforce the existing Tariff with impartiality so far as my district is concerned, 

My personal relations with M, Pri m, the Director-General of Customs of Azer 
baijan, are most cordial, as was the case with my predecessor, Mr. Wood. On the other 
hand, there is a distinct coolness between M. Priem and his staff and the Russian 
Consulate-General, and 1 imagine that this would be the case wherever the Belgians 
happen to be men of any independence of character and decline to show that subservience 
to the Russian Representative which is evidently expected of them. I am decidedly of 
opinion that no “ mot d’ordre” has been issued to the Belgian Customs officials to show 
themselves hostile to British or partial to Russian inte » and that where this does occur: 
it must be due either to the personal predilections of individuals or vo the natural desire of 
weak men to curry favour with what has hitherto been regarded as the strenger, or, at 
lecst, the more vindictive and unscrupulous sid. 

I should mention that, although M. Priem’s sentiments are by no means pro-Russian, 
tie is a strong partisan of the Atabey-i-Azam,

 ..~ In Khorasan, however, we find that during the last few years every effort has 


been made to recover a portion of our lost trade there through the opening of the Nushke 
Seistan route, and the custom-house men there have a new and yery troublesome frontie, 
station to attend to. I have heard tne head of the Customs in Meshed speak very bitterly 
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of this Seistan route, which he used to describe as a purely political venture through which 
hhis own personal prestige would suffer, and the success which has come to others of his 
colleagues in quieter provinces would probably be denied him through the possible failure 
Of the customshouse under him to cope with the difficulties presenting themselves in 
Scistan. 

When 1 left Meshed, Seistan was the only custom-house station showing an annual 
deficit over expenses, The Seistan frontier is a very difficult one indeed to deal with, and 
tho anger the Belzians displayed at M, Nans’ reproaching them with tae insufficiency of 
Heit collections in Seistan was often en éridence. M. Naus took as his basis the figares 
published by India of our Seistan trade along the Nushki-Seistan route, and a 5 per cent. 
Fa valorem duty on those figures gaye more than ample to cover the administration 
expenses in Seistan, 

the Khorasan Director and his subordinate in Scistan were asked how they 
‘accounted for the discrepancy, and I have heard them assert and complain that our 
Consular authorities in those parts did not render them the moral assistance they might 
have, by pointing out to the importers and exporters, a rough lot of people for the most 
part, the advieability of recognizing the new Customs rézime and the futlity of evading 
their Regulations. ‘This distrust by the Belgians of our good faith was only too marked, 
‘and consequently their whole uttitude antagonistic, 

‘Of course such views on their part had the strongest support of the Russian Consulate, 
whore the Belgian officials I met in Meshed were all socially very intimate, nor did they 
ever hide their partiality for the Kussian 

‘Phat the Belgians in Moshe! were largely influenced by the Russian Consulate there

‘Tho. disease stems to have come, in this instayee, not from India but 
from the west, having first appeared at Aleppo, and. spread thence during the course 
of last summer down the valley of the Euphrates, vid Anah and Hit, till it showed 
itself in December last, and for a time raged with some viruleneo, at Kerbela. It 



































stopped, hiowover, at the elose of tliat month, with the advent of the cold weathe 
to reappeur again at the commencement of the present spring, this time at Bagdad, 
whenee it his evidently been brought into Persia by the pilgrims returning from 
Trak Aral 


Immediately on reeeipt of the news of the first outhccak at Kermanshah, a 
meeting of the European doctors here, who form a kind of informal Advisory Boaril of 
Health at Tehran, was held on the Sth instant, at which M. Lavers, as representins 
Customs Department, now in charge of quarantine on the western frontier, was also 
present, Dr, Odling’ was unable to attend the meeting, but Sir Hugh Adcock and 
Dr. Lindley, the Shah’s English physicians, were both there, It was decided to advise 
the Persian’ Governnient to place the necessary quarantine arrangements in the 
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co in the hands of Dr. Vaume Bey, who is at once physician to 
the Turkish Embassy and representative of the Constantinople Board of Health in 
Persia. Dr. Walter, physician to the Russian Legation, pointed out that a Russian 
doctor named Lousoupoff had recently been sent as medical officer to the Russian 
Consulate at Kermanshali, and made, in somewhat blunt terms, a communication on 
the part of the Russian Minister chat unless measures which that doctor reported to 
be satisfactory were immediately adopted the Russian Government would have to 
close the entire northern frontier of Persia to trade between the two countries. The 
‘object of this threat to impair the customs revenue, derived both from import and 
export duties, was clearly to intimidate M. Naus into consenting to the control of the 
qnarantine wrrangements being placed in the hands of the Russian doctor, at any rato 
provisionally, and as in this country. provisional expedients have a way of becoming

Tam given to understand that business relations with Katif were first established in 
the vear 1864 by @ wealthy Kutchi named Kalungi, who carried on a general trade for 
twelve years on his own bebolt as well as other Hindu trading houses. In 1866 auother 
enterpning jel ftaed Telandas Khubchand, with a stall of ix asistant, established

‘a house of business, and two years latter he took a partner, ni 
the business, This firm appeirs to have carried on a large trade till 1876, when it had to 
withdraw from Katif owing to the incurrence of heavy losses through the bankruptoy of 
many of their leading native clients brought about by the total failure of the Indian pearl 
market. ‘The large firm cf Assanmul Anadram and Co. opened a branch office at Katif 
also in 1866, and continued to do business there for about eighteen vears. first under the 
agency of Mulchund Snirandas, and latterly under that of Sandal-bin-Kisu. Messrs. 
Ga ndas and Co. in 1880, sent three brothers, named Tarachand, Darsingh, 
and Tekchand Dwarkidas, to conduct business for them, and another capitalist, named 
Talehund, established himself there till his death three years later. ‘The former 
firm, however, kept up its trade there till 1895, when Tekehand was mutilated by the 
notorious pirate: Alimed-bineSelman on the high sea. Besides the big firms mentioned, 
a number of petty Hindu traders visited Katif periodically, and at one time, Lam told, they 
pumbevd about sixty. persons. 

Tbave bovn unable (o ascertain definitely the nggrezate amount of capital employed 
Ly the Hindu firms in the Katif trade, but at one time it must have been considerable, 
wine to the fact that, prior to the ‘Turkish occupation of the port and for a few years.

Tho causes which led to the withdrawal of the Hindus from Ratif date from about:

‘The farmers of 
the customs, to meet the exnctions of the Turkish officials, gratunlly and illegally increased 
the duty trom 1 per cent, to 6 per cent, on the Hindus’ merehandize, whieh placed them ata 
grout diswdlvantue in competing with the more fortunate native traders, whose local 
influonce obtained for thom better treatment, ‘The unprotected condition of the Hindus 
exposed then to the avurice of the petty Turkish officials, who, at the instigation of wealthy 
Katif merchants in most instances, pint’ such obstacles in their way ms the delay of weigh 
ment of dates for purposes of ascertaining the amount of duty payable, the prohil 
of donkeys transporting th: mexehandize to the boats for shipment, detaining Indian sailing 
craft in quarantine for unreasonable periods, though they may have been over two months 
‘out {rom India, aud payine no attention to claims filed by them for debts recoverable trom 
Warkish subjerts, 

"Phe unsettled condition of the Katif district since 1885, and the attempt made on the 
high sea hy the pirate Alimed-bin-Selinay in the same year to murder Tikamdas Dwarkadas, 
wlio exeajied with this Hoss of his right hand and 40,000 rupees worth of pearls, further 
discounuged them frat continuing their residence in that district, and obliged them to carry on 
their business transactions through local merchynts who did not always look atter the interests

We heg to acknowledge the manifold blessings we have derived from the just and

dispatch, We most respectfidlly beg to put this want hefore your kind consideration, 

In 1864 we opened trade relations with Kuif and did large business there, “We 
generally command respect and enjoy some prestige in the Gulf, but through misgovern- 
mnent at Katif we were not only ignored, but we sustained heavy losses and were exposed 
to insults. In 1895 one of us was attacked by pirates and his right hand way severed, 
and pearls worth 40,000 rupees were plundered from lit. Our unprotected condition 
laced us ata yreat disadvantage there, and we had finally to retire from Katif, Since 
Bahrein enjoyed unexceptional tranquillity and great advantages for trade, both Arab and 
Persiats traders have nid setiled down hire, The keen competition now prevailing 
here has made it necessary for us to seek new fields, aud we ire anxious to shatw in the 
growing trade of Katif and Kate, and pray your Kxcelloney tw appoint officers at those 
unrepresented ports, or, if it be impraoticable, to extend the wuthority of the Bahrein 
Political Agency over them, 

In conclusion, we offer our prayers to tlie Almighty to Tiles and prolong the life of 

Most Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor, under whose benign rule we are able to 
live hers in peace and contentuent, and we sincerely wish your Lordship « happy 
sojourn, prosperous career, and long life,

REFERRING to Sir Ay Hardinge’s No. 45 of the 10th March last, forwarding: 
Report \1, Cosati on the frontier tribes of Kermanshah, 1 would venture the following 
remurks: Tt is certainly true tliat since the opening of D'Arcy's oll wells and trom the 
Atatemont in M,Cewri’s Report that gold may he found between Kasri-Shirin and 
Menilali (hich appears not to have been previously mentioned, in any report), the 
frontier question there ray utany time. come up for settlement. ‘The Report confirms 
the existence of a line of frontier towers from near Shaikhan on the Disla, running « 
Tittle vast of Merkog to the Khanikin-Kasisi-Sherin high road west of Kala Sub 

south of it for about % miles to Baghehe. ‘The towers are about a mile apart, and 
thorefore conatitute a vory fair definition of the frontier as at present admitted. 

M, Genus Report mentions that the Persians since Inst year have a custom-house 
and poat'at Hosh Kurri, on the toad from Khanikin to the oil wells with another post at 
Kala, Subzi on the high rond.

the island, which they did, taking with them the Sheikh’s horses. ‘They left in 
Duggatow a few days ago. :

| HAVE the honour to submit, for the information and orders of the Government 
of India, the following Report regarding the advinistration of the customs at Balirein, 

2, As the Government of India is aware, the customs of Bahrein have been given 
out on lease by the Chief of Bahrein to certai firms of Hindu Banias residing at, that 
iilace. Customs dues were, it is understood, first levied at Babrein by Sheikh Ali-bit 
Khalifa in the year 1860, ‘The rate varied, but did not. exceed 4 per cent. ad valorem up 
to 1898, since which date the rate of 5 per cent, has been levied. The Customs 
adnivistration was in the hands of the Chief until 1888 when. he leased it out to. a 
Syndicate of Banias, On the imposition, in 189%, of the full rate of 5 per cent., the 
extra rate of 1 per cent, was farmed out to a second Syndicate of Banias, 

8. Tie Assistant Political Agent reports that for the year 1903 the Chief received 
from the farmers 88,200 rupees on account of the 4 per cent. share and 28,000 rupees 
for the 1 per cent, share, that is to say, a total sum of 1,19,200 rupees, In 1904 the 
Chief will receive an aggregate amount of 1,17,000 rupees for the 4 per cent, and 1 per 
cent, shares, and in 1905 he will get 1,283,200 rupees for the two shares. ‘The 4 per cent. 
share has been leased to the original Syndicate for the annual sum of 96,200 rapees for 
the years 1906 and 1907. ‘The Contract for the 1 per cent, share expires in April 
1906. 

4, The Assistant Political Agent further reports that in consideration of above 
Tenses, the Chief has drawn advances from the first Syndicate, which is represented by 
Messrs. Gungaram Tikamdass and which holds the lease of four-fifths of the customs up 
to the 7th January, 1908, he has received in advance 1,40,000 rupees on account of the 
four lunar years frou the Ist Zil Hijah, 1921, to the 80th Zil Koada, 1825, correspondin 
to the 18th Febroary, 1904, to the 7th January, 1908, ‘The second Syndicate, which 
holds the lease of the remaining one-fith of the customs up to the 45th April, 1906, has 
paid an advance of 50,000 rupees to the Chief on account of the two lunar years from 
the lat Rabi-ul-Avwal, 1322, to the 0th Safar, 1324, corresponding to the 17th May, 1904, 
to the 25th April, 1906, "The Chief has also taken a loan of 22,000 rupees, trom the 
two Syndicates, proportionately payable next autamn when he proposes, 40. the Assistant 
Political Agent reports, to extend the leases, ‘The total amount in which the Chief is 
indebted to the two Syndicates is, s0 far as is kuown, 2,172,000 rupees. ‘The two advances

Soyed Gihafur, who has long been the terror of the country side, andl to whose mise 
deeds the attention of the Persian authorities was drawn soine time ago by Mr, Con 
General Wood, demanded the dead mnnn's wacclt, and for no other rexson than his refusal 
to give it up, put three bullets into him iy brond dayliglit, 

1 wrote yesterday to the Karguzar, denandisig the man's immediate arrest, and 
followed up my letter by a personal call,” found the Karguzar was already acquainted. 
with the allair, aud tie not only agree with me that the Seyed was a maletuctor of the 
Worst type. Who, in the iierests of the comunity, ought to be pat out of the world as 
soon AS possible, but he volunteered the information that his vietim was an inoffensive 
and highly respected person of considerable attainments. He consented, without demur, 
to ask the Valiahd to send telegraphic orders to the Governor of Urmi for the arrest of 
the inunderer, and I hear from hin to-day that the telegram was duly sent.

for another Buropean tour, and he has reason to believe that the courtiers have 
boon telling His Majesty that Paris is mach gayer aud more lively in late autumn and 
winter than in summer. 

This conjecture proves correct, for by a curious coincidence a member of the 
Persian Government has just informed Mr, Preece that the Shab, who is becoming

I have no doubt that the Ain-ed-Dowlel will do all. be ean to 
delay the gratifleation of the Shah’s wishes as long as he can, consistently with his 
own personal safety, but that what he wants is to feel sure that if the worst 
eomes to the worst, he can obtain the money without having to apply to. the 
Russians, ‘That the latier would refuse it, owing to their Far astern embnrrass- 
ments is, T think unlikely, in view of the fact that they thought it worth while only. 
fa few weeks ago to lend, as reported in my despatch No. 46 of the 16th March Inst, 
130.0001. to the Valiahd on inadequate security. Atany rate, it would not be prudent, 

» take it for granted, 

Tt must be borne in mind thatit is always open to them to apply for such a purpose 
the annual interest received by the Bank on the two loans of 1900 and 1902, which would 
easily cover stich a sum as the Shah has asked for. But they would doubtless require 
4 political equivalent, and it would appear that the one at which they have actually 
hinted isan extension of the term during which Persia is forbidden to raise a loan 
without their conseat, A mere extension of this term, objectionable as it would be 
from our point of view, would not, however, do them very much good, unless it was 
accompanied by « prohibition of more than carefully limited borrowings from the 
Tmperial Bank, such as they have already more than once suggested; but I feel sure 
the Ain-ed-Dowleh, and oven the Atabog, would be too shrewd to venture into 
that net. 

Tt may be doubted whether a Buropean tour before next spring, supposing the 
Shab lives till then, would prove of any real advantage to Hix Majesty's reid 
‘now that the hot weather has commenced, he could not even travel till it was over, 
and he could hardly go to German waters in the winter. He scems fo be: no_ hotter, 
and while I have not heard of late thnt the nephritie symptoms are more alarming, 
he is increasingly subject to fits of ess and giddiness which reduce hin, while 
they last, to a condition of collapse, ‘The Zil-es-Suitun, who look leave of him a few 
days ago, found him in bed, and gave me a very bad account of his condition, His 
Majesty. starts in ten days’ time for the country, travelling very slowly, and 
resting fora few days at three Palaces on the way tos cit seal in Shimran,

ie priluded from taking any foreign loan, To carrying out the reform, be said, he 
depended on the assistance of His Majesty's Governn T replied that no doubt his 
Tlighues friendship would be much appreciated. by the British Goverament, who would 
doubtless do their Utmost to meet bis wishes and to assist him in his difficult task if he

the Fareigu Office, and that the Persian Goverment is again approaching the Russian 
Laogition on the subject. 

Referring to the fine exacted from the Salar Afghan, his Highness said that he did 
not consider it advisable to (ell the Minister at the time the nature of the great offence, 
br rather reason, committed by him (the Salar), but he would now tell me, confidentially, 
find. (or my private information. The Salar and. the Naser-es-Saltanel—" these two 
IMluckguards,”—he said, had sold to the Russian Road Company, without the permission of 
the Persian Government, the Concession which they tad for the road between Piri 
Bazar and Kntian at Resht, and now that the Persian Goveroment wishes to repudiate

anivance would have (a be scoured on the Gulf Customs as sole guarantee, Further, that 
Wwe were feady to provide inore moncy, but that in this case we should require some 
definite pledges of « political nature to protect our interests in Southern Persia against 
Aurther encroachments by Russia, 
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It is unfortunate that the Persian Government has till now refused to assure us that 
the term “Fars and the Persian Gulf” in the Loan Contracts with Russia and ourselves, 
‘was intended hy them to caver all the Southern Customs, or that they adhere to their 
arrangement of 1897. 1 should personally be glad to get the point settled before 
asking His Majesty's Goverment to allow me to complete the advance of last year, 98 it 
Il certainly be raised in connection with it, 

Thelieve Mr, Rabino has received a pretty free hand from his Directors to, make, 
notwithstanding the limitations of his Concession, considerable advances in the fori of 
discounts to the Government, and that « good deal may he done in this way.

M, Naus said he would at ouce ask authority from the Persian Government to this 
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effect. M. Dambrain bad, he observed, no business to remove the Arab flag. He had 
not been told to do so by the Persian Government, which was ignorant of the 
Arab occupation. of the islands, and he himself (M. Naus) could only repudiate his 
action, 

‘What he should have done was to make further inquiries as to the circumstances 
under which the Joasimi flag was hoisted on these islands, and to report to Tehran 
for further orders. His Excellency thanked ine for my courtesy in giving the Persian 
officials an opportunity of themselves rectifying this hasty step.

control over the horder districts, which led to the frequent oceurrence. of frontier 
incidents such as the present one, His Excellency averted that the Persian Govern- 
ment have been repeatedly invited to proceed to a dofinite delimitation of the frontier, 
but have persistently refused to do s0, and whien called upon to send troops to preserve 
onder, can generally produce only an inadequate force, which speedily melts away 
again. ‘The Minister added that it is the practice of the Persians to incite the tribes 
on their side of the frontier to cross the debatable zone each spring and eultivate the 
soil, their object being to establish a claim to ownership; and that whenever the 
‘Purkish tribes perceive this Persian mancuvre they turn their cattle into the growing
